PARIS, March 147.— (Wednesday) 
(AP)—Officials of Beaujon hospital 
early today announced six persons 
were dead and more than 300 in- 
jured in violent rioting last night 
between 7,000 Communists and 
Rightists in Clichy, industrial su- 


burb of Paris. 
Ten others were near death, said 


officials of the hospital, where 78 
wounded had been received in addi- 
tion to scores given first aid for 
lighter injuries by bullets and 


missiles. 

After the rioting had been sup- 
pressed in Clichy it broke out again 
in Asniers, connected with Clichy 
by a bridge across the Seine. 

The stream of wounded continued 
to flow to the hospitals, with the 
casualty list steadily mountiyg. 

Shortly after midnight the Com- 
munists took possession of the 
Clichy town hall. They held it 
against the mobile guards patroling 
that district, who refrained from 
rushing the hall fearing they would 
provoke a new battle. The Com- 
muniste denied entrance to all 


comers. 
Barricade Erected. 


In a side street paralleling the town 
hal! the Leftist erected a barricade of 
wood and iron hars five feet high. 

The rioting was the most serious 
France has seen since the fatal “bloody 
Tuesday,” February 6, 1934. 

Among those : cuffering from bullet 
wounds was Andre Blume], chief of 
the Blum cabinet’s secretariat. He was 
taken to the Beaujon hospital for an 
operattion. He had been hit in an arm 
and a leg. 

Blumel had gone to Clichy, indus- 
trial area in north Paris, with Marx 
Dormoy, minister of the interior, to 
attempt fo appease rioting Commn- 
nists and members of the  Rightist 
French national party. formerly the 
militant organization Croix de Feu. 

Thousands belonging to the two ex- 
treme political elements had clashed 
outside a: movie theater in which the 
Richtists had gathered to see a film 
called “Rattle.” 

Ambulances Fill City. 

Ambulances raced across the city 
earrying the wounded to hospitals. One 
man died in the Clichy town hall. The 
ethers sucenmbed to their injuries in 
Beauion hospital. 

Police were rushed from all aur- 
rounding stations to aid the mobile 
guards who had been called out to 
gnell the disturbance. 

At midnight it was estimated that 
3.000 police, mobile guards and mount-

McReynolds Cites ‘Fairness’ 
Of Supreme Court Rulings 


First Comment vi Member of High Tribunal Hints at “Un- 
sportsmanship” of Administration; Says ‘“Govern- 
ment Most Complicated Since Beginnig of Time.” 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(4)—* 
Justice McReynolds, of the supreme 
court, told a small fraternity audience 
tonight that the “evidence of good 
sportsmanship” was to accept the out- 
come of a “fair tribunal.” 

For the first time since President 
Roosevelt submitted his proposal to re- 
organize the court, a member of that 
body expressed some of his own views 
on the relationship of the court to the 
government, 

McReynolds declared: 

“I have taken an oath to do justice 
to the best of my ability, to do justice ; 


rmanship,” he said, “is that a man who 


has had a chance to present a fair case 
to a fair tribunal must be a good sport 
and accept the outcome.” 

He was repeatedly interrupted dur- 
ing his speech by applause. 

“Courts only decide things that are 
submitted to them,” the justice con- 
tinued in his rather high pitched voice, 
“and only things that are in dispute 
come before them. 

“Thousands and thousands of things 
come before them that are settled to 
the general satisfaction. If things 
come that are not settled to the satis- 


to rich and poor alike. That obligation ' 
I try not to forget. 

“I try to protect the backwoodsman 
in the hills of Georgia as well as the 
man of wealth in a mansion of Fifth 
avenue. And I have the same obliga- 
tion to the man in the mansion on 
Fifth avenue as to the humblest man 
in any walk of life.” 

Without referring directly to admin- 
istration cases before the court in the 
last four years, Justice McReynolds 
said it sometimes was the practice of 
attorneys, after losing a case, to com- 
plain of the unfairness of the court. 

“But the evidence of good sports- 


faction of all, put yourself in the 
place of the court and see if you could 
have done better.” 

He paused momentarily near the end 
of his speech, then said: 

“T should like to be optimistic. ] 
should like to tell you that the situa- 
tion is rosy. I can’t. But I like to 
believe in the courage of the American 
people, and I hope they may make a 
solution of which they may be proud.” 

He said the United States under its 
form of government had “succeeded 


beyond the understanding” of the men 
who sat in the constitutional conven-

Difficulty Seen-in es

OAKLAND, Cal., March 16.—(P)— 
An unintended air “race’’ across the 


Pacific may start tomorrow with 
Amelia Earhart on her world flight, 
the Pan-American clipper on a pio- 
neering hop to.New Zealand, and the 
Hawaii clipper heading for Manila. 

Miss Earhart said she would take 
off then regardless of the fiights of 
the other two big »lanes. 

Pan-American Airways said its 
Hawaii clipper, stymied for several 
days by a storm at sea, would leave 
at 3 p. m., tomorrow and that its 
pioneering plane probably would get 
away for a 7,000-mile trip to Auck- 
land, N. Z., some time during the day. 

Conditions Improving. 

The storm, which also has celayed 
Miss Earhart, began moving away 
from the 2,400-mile stretch between 
here and Hawaii. Weather Forecast- 
er Thomas Reed said flight conditions 
were improving but that the planes 
might encounter northerly cross winds.

LOVALISTS BOMB 
INSURGENT TOWN 


tiles, Shoot Down Five 
Planes Near Brihuega. 


MADRID, March 16.—(%)—Fifty 
government planes, in a mass offensive 
against Insurgent-held Brihuega, drop- 
ped 760 bombs in a daring aerial bat- 
tle today, Madrid defense officials an- 


nounced. 

Five Insurgent planes were shot 
down and one government plane crash- 
ed in the battle over the sector 44 
miles northeast of Madrid. Insurgent 
ground losses in the Brihuega area 
were said to have been heavy. 

Government reports said M7-drid’s 
planes dropped 100 bombs and fired 
5,000 machine gun bullets at Insur- 
gent positions near Ledanga and Alma- 
drones, northeast of Guadalajara. 

Insurgent raiding planes ‘bombed 
Alcala De Henares, 20 miles north- 
east of Madrid, Guadalajara and even 
Madrid itself. In a dogfight at Alcala 
De Henares, two Insurgent ships 
which were shot down were found to 
be of Italian manufacture, the Ma- 
drid defense command said. 

Ten Reported Killed. 

At Canillejas, five miles north of 
Madrid, 10 persone were reported kill- 
ed and 36 injured by Insurgent bombs. 

Far to the east five Insurgent air- 
craft bombed the port of Barcelona, 
killing seven and wounding 34. The 
planes dropped 100 and 200-pound 
bombs, one exploding near the prow of 
a French warship. 

Insurgents holding Brihuega, which 
they snatched in a recent offensive, 
appeared in a precarious position. 
Government troops were reported to 
have advanced at several points. 

Bombs rained on a dozen towns and 
cities in the intense aerial operations 
carried on through the night and to- 
day, marking the most active phase 
of air fighting since the war started.

The Georgia legislature today faces 
the bitterest struggle of the present 
session when the house takes up once 
more the reconsidered bill for repeal 
of the state prohibition law. 

Repealist and prohibition leaders 
Jast night drew final plans for the 
contest. A faction of the dry con- 
tingent has threatened to filibuster 


until the end of the session a week 
from tomorrow night. 

In the meantime the general assem- 
bly is working overtime in an effort 
to clear the house and senate calen- 
dars before adjournment. 

The final drive of the session was 
lzunched by Speaker Roy VY. Harris, 
of the house, yesterday in a speech in 
which he attacked what he called an 
effort from former Governor Talmadge 
and his adherents in the assembly to 
biock the River: tax program in the 
waning days of the session, _. : 

The Harris speech drew an imme- 
diate reply from Talmadge, in which 
the. former Governor declared the 
speaker was “braying.” 

As both house and senate began to 
grind out bills in rapid fire order, 
repealist and prohibition leaders held 

a long series of conferences in which 
final plans for the fight over repeal 
were laid. 

Amendments Prepared. 

Representative Spence Grayson, of 
Chatham county, repealist leader, an- 
nounced he had prepared amendments 
to the bill, défeated last week only to 
be reconsidered, which would provide 
only for licensed package stores and 
eliminate all efforts to permit hotels 
and restaurants to.serve mixed drinks. 
The bill also will carry an amendment 
providing for a state-wide referendum, 
which it did not have when it was 
voted down last week. 

. Under the referendum plan, spon- 
sored by Grayson and others, the en- 
tire state would vote on repeal June 
8 and in the event of a wet vote, 
those counties which voted for repeal 
would be permitted to.call a special 
county referendum to determine on 
the package stores. 

“I believe we have ample votes to 
pass this bill,”” Grayson said, despite 
the threats of the filibuster which

TAA BILL FAVORED 


Senate Finance Group 
Gives Its Approval to 
Measure as Amended. 


The Rivers administration’s tax 
program moved forward swiftly yes- 
terday when the senate finance com- 


mittee voted to report favorably on 
an amended chain store tax and the 
house approved by a majority of 151 
to 30 an administration-sponsored bill 
increasing the levy on cigarets’ from 
1 1-2 cents a package to 3 cents a 
package.

Its sponsors declare 
it will yield nearly $1,000,000 a@ year. 

In amending the chain store tax 
which was approved the house with a 
maximum levy of $500 a store, now 
provides for a maximum levy of 
a store, which Senator Sutton. of 
Moultrie, sponsor of the senate sched- 
ule, said would yield about $1.250.000 
a year and which would cost the three 
big chain grocery companies operating 
in the state about $50,000 a year

UN FADES 


UPPUSHT 


State Senator Lindsay 
Agrees Not To Fight 
Measure in Committee. 


All opposition to Atlanta’s omnibus 
revenue raising bill was withdrawn 
yesterday following conferences be- 
tween State Senator Paul L. Lindsay, 
who had opposed it, and State Sen- 


ator G. Everett Millican, of Atlanta, 
who predicted senate passage of the 
bill by Thursday. 

If legislative action goes according 
to schedule, the revenue raising hill 
will be ready for the consideration of 
Governg Rivers on Thursday after- 
noon or Friday. 

Governor Rivers is expected to ap- 
prove the entire city legislative pro- 
gram when it reaches his desk, since 
he has previously announced he would 
favor any legislation affecting the city 
which was agreed: upon by the i#ulton 
and DeKalb delegations. 

Though Senator Lindsay had ex- 
pressed opposition. to that part of the 
revenue bill whieh contemplates a 
raise in the water rates of Atlanta, 
he agreed not to fight it ‘in the munic- 
ipal government committee to which 
it was referred yesterday after its 
first reading in the upper house. The 
house of representatives - had’ already 
unanimously “approved the bill. 

Senator Millican said last night the 
bill is expected to be reported out 
favorably by the senate municipal 
government committee today for its 
second of three required readings, thus 
clearing it for final general assembly 
action the first thing tomorrow morn- 


ing.

CHAMBERLAIN DItS 
AT LONDON HOME 


LONDON, March 16.—(4)—Sir Au- 


sten Chamberlain, famous statesman, |

treaty, died unexpectedly tonight of a 
heart attack in his West End London 
home. He was 73 years old. 

Dean of the conservative. elder 
statesmen in the house of commons, 
he was chancellor of the exchequer 
twice, secretary of state for foreign 
affairs and secretary of state for India 
as. well as a member of the war cab- 
jnet. 

He was the elder son of Joseph 
Chamberlain, himself a distinguished 
British statesman, and a half-brother 
of Neville Chamberlain, present chan- 
cellor of the exchequer. 

His death occurred shortly after 6 
p. m. (12 noon Atlanta time) as he

920. He was chief justice of this 
court from 1920 to 1922, at which 
time he resigned to re-enter the prac- 
tice of law.

It deals in 
no wines. The Wine Institute holds 
that wine is a food; that it is dietetic; 
that it is health giving and brings con- 
tentment to mind and suetenance to 
the body when consumed as it should, 
be; and ig naturally. intended, im the 
home. In the-view that its great mass 
consumption is by muscular laborers 
and people of modest means, it follows 
that in order to°’reach these homes it 
must he therein delivered at the lowest 
possible cost. To accomplish this, 
taxes.upon wine should be as low as 
possible. For a tax upon wines in 
the main. is-a tax upon the dinner 
table of our people of the most modest 
means. 

“As proof of these assertions Euro- 
pean wine habits and consumption are 
conclusive. 

“The dominant question presented 
in the proposed wine legislation by 
the Georgia legislature is the taxes 
proposed upon wines. Representing 
the wine industry and many of the 
individual wine producers in the sev- 
eral wine prodncing states of the 
Union, the sole function in this state 
of this representation in Georgia is to 
place before the members of the leg- 
islature and the people of the state 
the experiences and judgment of . the 
federal government and of the other 
states of the Union as to what .tax 
rates will raise the greatest amount of 
public revenues and extend the com- 
merce of wines so that it may fully 
reach its natural source of consump- 
tion, our people of very modest means. 
For it is patent to the minds of ail 
men that if any considerable revenues 
are to be raised by taxes upon wines 
the tax rates must be at such figures 
that the wines may be sold at prices 
within the reaeh of people of modest 
means, 

Experience of Congress. 


“In 1936 the congress and presi- 
dent of the United States had before 
them the consideration of this sub- 
ject; the federal tax rate upon sweet 
wines stood at 20 cents a gallon and 
dry wines at 10 cents a gallon. The 
wine industry of the United States 
asked congress in the interest of wine 
commerce and the public revenues 
that this rate be reduced to 10 cents 
upon sweet and 5 cents per gallon 
upon dry wines. 

“It should be explained that the 
long established differentiations in 
wines for tax and commercial pur- 
poses are designated by the terms 
“dry” and “sweet” wines. A “dry” 
wine is one under 14. per cent alco- 
holic content by volume. A “sweet” 
wine is generally regarded as one 
over 14 per cent and not more than 


ob-

“After extended hearings and argu- 
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dent concluded that the reduction re- 
quested by the wine industry should 
be granted in the interest of the com- 
merce of the United States and the 
federal revenues. The hearings showed 


question was raised whether or not 
when the federal government made 
this reduction the states would not 
raise their rates accordingly. The as- 
surance was given congress by the 
wine industry that a campaign of edu- 
cation would be carried on by the in- 
dustry in the several states instruc- 
tive of the view and action of the con- 
gress and President upon the taxes on 
wines, and the assumption of congress 
and the President that the = states 
would not endeavor to raise their 
taxes to take up what congress re- 
leased. It was thought that in view 
that the federal government has upon 
itself the burden of raising revenues 
to assist the states in many of the 
public enterprises and charitable pur- 
poses, that no state would undertake 
to thwart the efforts of congress by 
interfering with its taxing processes 
by exacting a state tax so high that 
it would interfere with the federal tax 
on the same subject. 


Highest U. S. Tax. 


“So that I present for your consid- 
eration in the well-determined judg- 
ment of congress and the President of 
the United States that the highest 
federal tax that can be laid 
wines, sweet and dry, is 10 cents upon 
sweet and 5 cents upon dry wines and 
that it was assumed by them that this 
rate of taxation would be at least a 
guidance to the states in their tax lev- 
ies of this character. Experience has 
demonstrated the wisdom of the fed- 
eral action for the reason that the 
consumption of wines has been tre- 
mendously expedited under this re- 
duced federal tax rate. 

“Congress again expressed itself 
when it fixed the wine tax: rates for 
the District of Columbia. The first 
proposed rate was 60 cents per gal- 
lon. Congress rejected this and 
1935 established 35 cents per gallon. 
In 1935, there being no considerable 
wines consumed in the District of Co- 
lumbia by reason of this high tax 
rate, congress reduced the District of 
Columbia tax rates on wines from 35 
cents to 10 cents on sweet wines, 15 
cents on sparkling wines and no tax 
on dry wines. The consumption of 
wines in the District of Columbia 
since then has been tremendously in- 
creased with constant benefit to com- 
merce and increase of the district rev- 
enues, 

“Again we offer as a guide to ap- 
portioning tax rates on wines the de-

United States with reference to the 
District of Columbia for which con- 
gress legislates as a state. 

Eighteen States Reduced Rates. 


“Since repeal, 18 states have re- 
duced the state tax rate upon wines. 
A tabulation according to population 
and wine tax rates of several states’ 
show that in those states having a 
wine tax rate of 10 cents per gallon 
upon sweet and 5 cents per gallon 
upon dry, the wine consumption far 
exceeds that of state stores having a 
write up of an average of 50 cents 
per gallon and all states with the 
same population having tax rate on an 
average of cents per gallon upon 
wines. For example, for the year 
1935, the states of New York, Connec- 
ticut, Florida, Washington, Nebraska 
and the District of Columbia having 
a population of 20,789,000 people with 
a state average tax rate of 10 cents 
upon sweet and 5 cents upon dry 
wines consumed 11,190,000 gallons of 
wine. During the same period, the 
state store states of Utah, Michigan, 
Virginia, Pennsylvania, New Hamp- 
shire and Iowa having a like popula- 
tion of 20,840,000 people with a state 
write up, or profit, upon wines aver- 
aging 50 cents per gallon, consumed 
but 1,733,000 gallons of wine. Dur- 
ing the same period, the states of 
Illinois, Colorado, Minnesota, Rhode 
Island, Indiana, Maryland and Dela- 
ware, haying a population of 17,456,- 
000 and a state wine tax rate averag- 
ing 25 cents per gallon, consumed but 
1,835,000 gallons of wine. Since that 
time many of said high tax rate 
states have greatly reduced their tax 
rates with consequent increased wine 
consumption. 

“From the foregoing we may well 
conclude that the wisdom of congress 
in fixing a low tax rate of 10 cents 
per gallon en sweet and 5 cents per 
gallon on dry wines has been vindt- 
eated by the states. And, that a 
great majority of states in the interest 
of ecommerce are reducing their state 
wine tax rates to’a level comparable 
with that adopted by congress. 

Increased Employment. : 

“Tt should ever be borne in mind 
that increased commerce and employ- 
ment of labor should be the legislative 
objective rather than a high tax rate. 
There is no industry which contributes 
of its gross returns to the industry 
and labor of the several states of the 
United States more than the wine In- 
dustry. Produced principally in the 
states of California, New York, Michi- 
gan, Ohio, Missouri and New Jersey, 
and marketed largely across the conti- 
nent or in distant states. necessarily 
a very great part of the vintners 
gross income goes to railroad and 
trucking freights. In this all railroad 
labor shares.

“We must bear in mind that while 
the state legislature, guided by the 
lights before it, fixes a tax rate upon 
wines, it is the wholesalers and retail- 
ers and wine producers and their ef- 
forts at commerce in wines that must 
produce the money that is to create 
the state revenues. They have 
knowledge of market conditions; they 
have the knowledge of market possi- 
bilities. Wherefore they are the ones 
who produce the revenue. Theip, 
judgment, therefore, should be a fair 
guidance of what taxes the commerce 
will stand. While the wine industry s 
position generally is that no higher 
state tax rate should be laid than 
that laid by the federal government, 
we defer to the judgment of the local 
wholesalers. retailers and producers 
as to the highest possibde tax which 
in their judgment the industry in the 
particular state will bear. Since that 
expressed in this state is as above 
stated, in the interest of the state 
revenues and in the interest of open- 
ing up and developing wine markets 
in the state, and of temperance. def- 
erence is had to their views with the 
above statement as to the greatest pos- 
sible tax that will promote commerce 
in wines in this state. At least ex- 
perience will show and future legis- 
lation be accordingly adjusted as to 
whether or not the proper balance of 
commerce and taxation will have been 
achieved in the state of Georgia as to 
wines. 

Dividing Line Wrong. 

“There is in the state bill a tax- 
ing line of 16 per cent alcohol by 
volume. That dividing line will be 
destructive of all state wine commerce. 
It is destructive of the number of 
wines that will be sold in the state. 
It is contrary to the federal taxing 
line. It is contrary to the determina- 
tions of wine chemistry over a period 
of more than 50 years.

visit its warehouses in safety from a 
storm of popping corks. 

Urges U. S. Line. 

“Tt is respectfully submitted that 
in order that the commerce of Geor- 
gia may interlock with the commerce 
of other states and that wines of a 
‘sound, potable character may be pro- 
‘duced, the dividing lines follow those 
of the federal government and all 
other states, to wit: 14 per cent or 
less, and not over 21 per cent alcohol 
by volume, 

“Estimating the amount of reyenues 
that can be recovered from wines in 
the state of Georgia under the sug- 
gested legislation, based upon the con- 
sumption of other states, which out- 
side of the state of California and one 
(or two other states is one half gallon 
‘per capita per annum, the normal 
wine consumption in the state of Geor- 
gia should be a million and a half 
gallons. Likewise, based upon the con- 
sumption of other states of 2-3 sweet 
and 1-3 dry wines, the annual reve- 
nues to be recovered under the 15 and 
30 tax rate would be approximately 


! 


“The way to develop the grape 
wine industry in Georgia, as has been 
done in all other sections, is to create 
a market for wines. In view of the 
limited natural grape production in 
this state the resources of its owners 
are too limited to undertake the crea- 
tion of any wine markets. 
Must Create Taste. 

“In order to create a grape wine 
market of any kind we must create 
a wine taste and develop a wine-mind- 
ed people. This requires very consid- 
erable funds. The way it was original- 
ly done in the United States was with 
foreign wines. The way it has pro- 
gressed in each state has been to let 
the wines of other states and foreign 
wines be sold at their particular juris- 
diction. Let the representatives of sis- 
ter state wines and foreign wines 
come into the state of Georgia and 
teach its people the use of wines, the 
kinds that are applicable for certain 
uses and the dietetic and health giving 
values thereof. Bring this information 
into each home in’ the state. This ob- 
viously requires an accurate knowledge 
of wines and the wine industry and 
the proper uses of wine from a dietetic 
and temperate standpoint. This can- 
not be'done by the grape growers of 
Georgia. It can only be done by out- 
side producers. Why not, then, let the 
outside producers at their expense 
build up a wine taste and a wine mar- 
ket in the state of Georgia where- 
upon naturally there will be a demand 
for wines produced in the state of 
Georgia. Moreover, the Georgia pro- 
ducers in the economic esituation, hav- 
ing learned the making of wines and 
the demands for wines, and having a 
market at their doorstep, will be able 
to develop’ their vineyards and sell 
their wines in a ready-made market 
paid for by outsiders. 

“Tt is respectfully submitted to our 
temperance friends that the road to a 
permanent temperance lies along the 
wine trail. It must be obvious to all 
that wine consumption being natural- 
ly in the home, that if wine under 21 
per cent alcohol can be substituted for 
the present gin decoctions of 45 per 
cent and more alcoholic strength, in 
solution with an 80 per cent food vol- 
ume, a great stride will have been 
made toward temperance.”

Arms Race Needs: Seen as 
Basis for Payment of — 
400 Million Debt. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(UP) 
Renewed efforts to collect $400,000,- 
000 worth of wartime claims from 
Soviet Russia have been started with 
the formation of a committee of the 
largest claimants, it was learned to- 
night. 

The claimants believe that the 
world-wide arms race will increase the 
Soviet need for supplies from the Unit- 
ed States and that in connection with 


such expected trade there is a possi- 
bility of recovering their losses; a 
representative of the committee said. 
Roland W. Morris, former ambas- 
sador to Japan and representative of 
the Socony Vacuum Company, has 
been chosen chairman and Alexander 
Otis, former counsel before the Ger- 
man-American mixed claims commis- 
sion, secretary of the committge. 
Morris and Otis recently conferred 
with State Department officials on 
the question. A committee representa- 
tive said the purpose was to work 
through the State Department and 
with its approval. Representatives of 
the claimants also called on Ambassa- 
dor Joseph Davies before his recent 
departure to Moscow.

At the afternoon session a board of 
16 directors were named, the only 
change being the addition of J. E. 
Boss, of Logansville, and upon their 
recommendation the following officers 
were selected for the coming year: 

Columbus Roberts, re-elected pres- 
ident: S. C. McWilliams, of Stock- 
bridge. vice president: George E. Mal- 
let, of Jackson, re-elected secretary; 
Fred L. White. of Buckhead. re-elect- 
ed treasurer: Thomas L. Minter, re- 
elected assistant secretary, and also 
named manager. 

The plan for a chain of retail dairy 
stores in Atlanta, which would handle 
all milk products of the confederation. 
was outlined in the opening address of 
Mr. Roberts. Just how far the organ- 
ization will go in establishing these 
stores will depend somewhat on an 
interpretation of the chain store act 
now under consideration by the legis- 
lature, according to several speakers 
at the meeting. However. it is well 
assured that two or three will be 
opened in the immediate future. 

A feature of the meeting was the 
passing of checks of substantial 
amount to stockholders, wiping out an 
old indebtedness of the organization. 
In this connection President Roberts 
said:

The death of the statesman, bitter 
foe of Nazi Germany, which tore up 
what he called his “greatest, dearest 
handiwork”—the Locarno treaty of 
1925—plunged into sorrow the mem- 
bers of the house of commons -who 
knew the monoeled, dapper Sir Austen 
as an idealistic political fighter for 
peace, party and country. 

One characteristic that marked his 
public life was the value: he placed 
on party and country ties above per- 
sonal ambitions — a_ characteristic 
which twice lost for him the possi- 
bility of being prime minister. 

1925 Was Great Year. 
Sir Austen’s great year was 1925. 
As foreign secretary. he went 


France and brought into being the Lo- 
carno treaty. 

He was given a share in the 192h 
Nobel peace prize, as a result, with 
Charles &. Dawes, vice president of 
the Unité tates. King George V 
bestowed on him a knighthood in the 
Order of the Garter. 

Sir Austen entered the house of 
commons as a member of East Wor- 
cestershire when 28. 

Tonight, members of the legislative 
hody paid tribute to his unselfishness 
and service. 

David Llovd George, wartime prime 
minister, said: . 

“T find it difficult to say anything 
at such a time. Sir Austen was one 
of the most upright and straight-for- 
ae men I have met during my whole 
ife.”

relief rolls. 

Following a meeting of the board 


~ of public welfare where members vot- 


ed to continue welfare operations as 
long as there is a cent left pending 
possible donation of cash today by the 
county commission, Frank Miller, 
executive director of the welfare de- 
partment, said that by another drastic 
reduction in the amount of aid ren- 
dered, the department can continue 
for six or seven days longer. 

A request for $5,000 immediately 
will be considered by the Fulton coun- 
ty commission at its meeting this aft- 
ernoon but there was no assurance 
from Chairman J. A. Ragsdale and Dr. 
Charles R. Adams, commissioners, 
that the sum will be allocated because 
the city Monday failed to release its 
March relief donation. 


Held Up Three Weeks. 


Alderman Robert Carpenter served 
notice for reconsideration at the alder- 
manic board meeting following council 
Monday, which automatically held up 
for three weeks release of $12,500 
which was voted by the council and 
the aldermen. 

Charges that “those playing politics 
with human suffering” are blocking 
release of the city’s money were made 
at the welfare board meeting yester- 
dav by Roy Warren, board member. 

T. Barton Baird, chairman of the 
welfare board, told the members he 
was unwilling to “quit in the midst 
of a fight.” and urged that relief be 
continued by the department of public 
welfare as long as possible without 
running into debt in order to alleviate 
as much suffering among the unem- 
ployables as possible. 

County Position. 

The position of the county commis- 
sioners has been that the county would 
give as much for relief as the city, 
and this was followed in January and 


February, with the two governments | 


contributing $25,000 each. 

The city has given nothing 
month and the county has donated 
$12,500. 

Chairman Baird said yesterday 
Mayor Hartsfield had told him he 
would do all he could toward obtain- 
ing release of the city’s money. 

The board chairman said the board 
will meet again within three or four 
days to consider what other action 
to take. This action, of course, de- 


pends largely on what concession is | 


made by the county commissioners to- 


ay. 

Miller said that by cutting off re- 
lief to every one but the most needy 
cases, such as those who are bedridden, 
tubercular, blind and crippled, the de- 
partment will be able to continue for 
about a week. 

Starving to Death. 

A. Steve Nance, president of the 
Georgia Federation of Labor, declared 
relief appropriations have been in- 
adequate in the past but that now 
thousands of persons are actually 
slowly starving to death. 

Figures revealed to the board by 
Director Miller showed that more than 
3,000 rsons have been cut off the 
rolls absolutely im the last month or 
so. There were 10,328 persons on the 
relief rolls in January, but only about 
7,000 at the beginning of March. 

This was in addition to reduction 
in the amount of relief given those 
on the rolls. It was pointed out that 
cutting relief rolls and benefits to 
those on the rolls can be done when- 
ever desired, but that human suffer- 
ing increases with every reduction.

10 ADMIRAL HOBSON 


Spanish-American WarHero 
Was Recipient of Congres: 
sional Medal of Honor. 


NEW YORK, March 16.—(P)— 
Rear Admiral Richmond .P. Hobson, 
the Spanish-American ar hero 


famed for his dramatic attempt to 
bottle enemy’s fleet in Santiago har- 
bor, died suddenly today of heart dis- 
ease. He was 66. 

The retired naval officer was strick- 
en as he prepared to leave his Lexing- 
ton avenue home for his office. 

Statesman, author, lecturer and ad- 
vocate of world-wide prohibition, Ad- 
miral Hobson shot inte international 
prominence as a young naval lieuten- 
ant when he ran the dismantled collier 
Merrimac into the entrance of Santi- 
ago harbor and sank it amid a hail 
of gunfire. 

Four years ago, Admiral Hobson's 
exploit was recorded indelibly on the 
pages of history when President 
Roosevelt presented him with the con- 
gressional medal of honor. 

President McKinley, in 1899, re- 
warded him with a promotion that 
placed him above all the lieutenant 
commanders. For “extraordinary hero- 
ism,”” McKinley said. 

Admiral Hobson was born in 
Greensboro, Ala., the son of a dis- 
tinguished North Carolina family. He 
was educated at a southern univer- 
sity and the United States Naval 
Academy. 

Resigning from the navy in 1908, 
Hobson entered politics, serving as a 
member of congress from 1907 to 1915. 
In the national legislature he cham- 
pioned prohibition and peace move- 
ments. 

Later he founded the International 
Narcotic Education Association and 
served as president of the World Nar- 
eotic Defense Association. Survivors 
include his widow and three children, 
Richard P. Jr., Lucia and George 
Hobson.

OUR MOST VITAL NEED 

The Georgia Department of Pub- 
lic Health is asking the legislature 
for. an appropriation of $600,000 
for the next year, with an increase 
to $900,000 for the following 12- 
month period. 

From no other use will the tax 
revenues bring greater returns and 
show greater service to the people 
of the state as a whole. 

It is impossible to put a value in 
dollars and cents upon health. Re- 
moval, before its due time, of one 
life from the family and the com- 
munity to which it has contributed 
its service, its happiness and its 
friendship is beyond computation. 

Hard statistics reveal a return 
from investment in health which 
cannot be refuted. 

Some counties in Georgia have 
full-time health work, others have 
none. Some are organized to wage 
war against the diseases that ravage 
our people, that bring incapacity 
through sickness and, in many 
cases, total loss through death. 

: Jrrefutable figures show that for 
the ten-year period between 1926 
and 1935 the death rate from 
typhoid fever was 50 per cent high- 
er in those counties which: do not 


, have full-time: héalth work than it} 
was-in those having this public serv- }. 


ice. The malaria death rate was 33 
per cent higher in the unorganized 
counties and the diphtheria death 
rate 20 per cent higher. The de- 
cline in the death rate from tuber- 
culosis, for the same period, was 37 
per cent in health-officer counties, 
while it was only 23 per cent. in 
nonhealth-officer counties. 

- The same situation prevailed with 
other preventable disease deaths. 

Georgia has been inexcusably nig- 
gardly in its appropriations for the 
betterment of health conditions. As 
a matter’ of plain fact, Georgia to- 
day is the only state in the south- 
east that has never subsidized coun- 
ty health work. 

A few of the state’s counties are 
awake to the need and more are 
realizing the value of the health 
service with every passing month. 
Yet, in-the years now gone, practi- 
cally the only assistance they have 
received has been from funds of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, the Rosen- 
wald Fund, the Commonwealth 
Fund or the United: States Health 
Service. 

. Every other state -is making a 
substantial increase in budgets for 
public health work in order to co- 
operate with the federal govern- 
ment in the health program of the 
social security act. Some of the 
subsidy needed by the counties, in 
the future, will be provided by the 
federal government through the so- 
cial security act, but, if Georgia is 
to check this unnecessary harvest 
of death, if the present splendid 
work is to continue, and if county 
work is to be expanded, it is nec- 
essary that the state make a sub- 
' Stantial contribution. | 

The call for $600,000 for this 
purpose, this year, is based upon 
the fact that 46 of the 159 coun- 
ties in the state have now adopted 
public health work as a permanent 
government function. This is an 
increase of 15 counties since 1935, 
when 31 had adopted this plan. 

‘It is estimated that at least 25 
other counties will put on health 
work during the year, provided a. 
reasonable state subsidy can be of- 
fered. Not less than another .25. 
counties will take the same step. in. 
1938. eter es ee ae 
Bach county. that .sees. the light.

Those two objectives are a lessen- 
ing in unnecessary noise and a re- 
duction: in the smoke pollution of 
the air -we breathe. 

Experiments have shown that 
typists working under noisy condi- 
tions -use 19 per cent more energy 
and lose more than 4 per cent in 
speed as compared to those in rea- 
sonably quiet surroundings. A fa- 
mous heart specialist coritends that 
the major portion in the great in- 
crease of heart disease under mod- 
ern living conditions is attributable 
to shock from modern noises—au- 
tomobiles, street cars, motorcycles, 
telephones, radios, and other noise- 
making devices. He points out that 
constant. nerve shock brings on 
hardening of the arteries and all the 
kindred ills which follow. 

There’ can be no argument against 
the need of reducing the degree of 
smoke pollution in the air we 
breathe. Lungs of Atlanta citizens 
now become unnecessarily stained 
with the constant inhalation of 
smoke-laden air. | 


Abatement of these nuisances is 
largely a matter of individual edu- 
cation. Simple instructions in prop- 
er firing of furnaces and boilers will 
reduce at least 50 per cent the

Many noises can be reduced, or 
completely done away with, simply 
by training the human factor behiffd

HEALTH TALKS 


By: DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


The focal infection principle (not 
a theory) of practice is simple. ou 
harbor somewhere or other a septic 
focus, a nidus or nest where the va- 
rious strains of streptococcus or other 
disease-producing germs have gained a 
foothold and grow and multiply, say in 
a “pus-pocket” in the gums in pyor- 
thea, at the root of a tooth which has 
been filled long since, in a deep crypt 
or sealed-in space in the tonsils. 
Whether or not the septic focus excites 
much pain, soreness or other local re- 
action, more or less of the by-product 
or waste material or toxins formed 
by the germs will be absorbed into 
the circulation and cause more or less 
poisoning of the general system, more 
or less impairment of health and vite, 
that tired feeling, run down condition, 
or, what you will. Ultimately, if not 
all too’soon, some of the germs teem- 
ing in the septic focus cut loose, in- 
vade the blood stream and travel to 
some distant point in the body—all 
quietly and with little or no reaction, 
to lodge where the tissnes offer the 
least resistance, where the cells are.of 
a type for which the germs have ac- 
quired an affinity or liking, and in 
this new settlement you have the early 
manifestation of chronic infectious ar- 
thritis, say. 

To recognize that there is such an 
area of infection in gum, tooth, ton- 
sil or sinus is one thing. To determ- 
ine whether it is responsible for the 
patient’s systemic trouble, arthritis, 
or whatnot is not so easy. 


In January, 1937, Archives of Phy- 
sical Dherapy, Jacques L. Sherman, 
D. M. D., D. D. 8., presents a diag- 
nostic test. of focal infections in the 
mouth. He applies over the margin of 
the suspected gum infection or over 
the apical area of a suspected dental 
abscess an intensive dose of ionization 
—an application of Lugol’s solution 
(a standard solution of iodin) and ten 
or eleven minutes of the negative elec- 
trode passing a current of about 3 
milliamperes... If the septic focus is 
responsible for the systemic trouble, 
this produces a reaction, a distinct 
temporary exacerbation of the symp- 
toms. which is followed by relief. Déa- 
tor Sherman says this reaction is spe- 
cific, a kind of vaccination with auto- 
genous vaccine, the formation of which 
is stimulated by. the absorption of the 
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Credit Corporation.

“IT sat up there in that balcony, and 
it seemed to me the man had Hfted 
us out of the world as he moved on, 
step by step, in that powerful analysis 
of the great text. TI have never heard 
such a sermon since that day,” said 
the judge,

listeth, ete.” Mr. MeCord said that 
Bishop Haygood delivered that sermon 
at Salem campground one Sunday aft- 
ernoon, preaching nearly two houre, 
and that hundreds:of people dated 
their conversion from that hour, Mr.

The men wear 
veils around their heads and faces, 
and only their eyes are to be seen. 
This custom probably came from their 
need to guard themselves from sand- 
storms. Sandstorms may arise at any 
moment, and with cloth around their 
faces the desert people can quickly 
cover their eyes. 

The Tuaregs are members of the 
white race, though in some sections 
there has been a mixture of negro 
blood. The men carry double-edged 
swords, but their most important 
weapon is the rifle. 

In places where there is grazing for 
their livestock, the Tuaregs build

huts is made from sticks and tree 
branches, and is covered with grass 
matting or animal hidéé. Inside each 
hut is at least one couch, made from 
twigs and grass. 

The food of the Tuaregs is com- 
posed chiefly of milk, meat, ruinea 
corn, wheat, herbs and dates. The 
milk is obtained from goats, sheep and 
camels, 

The Koran is the sacred book of 
the Tuaregs, and they kneel each day 
on prayer-rugs, facing toward Mecca, 
the birthplace of Mohammed. During 
the spring, they observe the so-called 
“Fast of Rhamadan.” This fast cov- 
ers a period of 30 days, but is not - 
complete fast. No food can be eaten in 
the daytime, but meals are served 
after sunset.

The levy, effective for the first 
time on 1936 corporate incomes, 1s 
counted upon by the Treasury to bol- 
ster March income tax collections 
substantially.

A part-score has the following effect 
on bidding: 

1, An opening bid of one should be 
considered semi-forcing. The respond- 
er must, of course, pass a worthless 
hand, but should try to keep the bid- 
ding open with the slightest excuse 
since, at the risk of going down one 
extra trick, the partnership may score 
a game. With a part-score of 40, 50, 
or 60, a shaded raise to an opening 
one spade bid should be given with 
spade 9 8 5 4, heart 9 6, diamond Q 
» 3 2, club 9 8 7; although this hand 
does not ordinarily conform to the 
minimum requirements. 

2. With a part-score of 30, 40, or 50

TO TEACH TEMPERANCE 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 16.— 
(P)—The teaching of temperance in 
Alabama schools will continue to be 
a part of the curriculum of all insti- 
tutions supported wholly or in part 
by publie funds.

She said in part: “It has 
been said that every flower is a weed 
somwhere, Though not quite true, this 
suggests the fact that each flower is 
usually prolific where it is native. 
One’s garden, even though not at all 
unusually planted, is a cosmopolitan 
gathering place for natiyes from all 
oarts of the world, every one of which 
mfist make the hest of conditions at 
least a little different from those of 
its native land. The plants themselves 
differ somewhat through dévelopment 
and improvement. ° 

“This improvement in the natives to 
the standard of a garden has come 
through natural sports, through selec- 
tion, especially with the annuals, or 
through crossing, accidental or planned. 
A simple example of the sport is rep- 
resented by some of the new roses. 
Texas Centennial is a sport found in 
a1 Texas nursery of the variety Presi- 
cent Hoover. So, too, is Mary Hart.

the modern pea has developed into a 
thing vastly different from the original 
native. The bel!flower, Telham Be. u- 
ty, is an accidertal sport of the peach- 
leaved species found in Sussex, Eng- 
Jand, in 1916, vegetatively reproduced 
and marketed throughout the world, 
Yet it is said to be identical with a 
piant which similarly sported in South 
Carolina in the latter 1700s, but which 
was lost to cultivation. Thus in this 
case identical sports appeared 3,000 
miles and one and a quarter centuries 
apart. 

“In annuals the slightest break, or 
sport, has been used to develop and 
improve the type through selection. 
Thus the Shirley Poppy, as we know 
it, resulted from Rev. Wilkes, an 
English vicar, observing a slight va- 
riation in a poppy in his garden. He 
gathered the see. from this particular 
plant, grew only the ones showing the 
psame tendency, destroyed the others, 
and again planted the seed. After sev- 
eral generations of such selection the 
flower as we know it became fixed. 
Just that has been done with the 
sv-called double nasturtiums, which 
literally traveled around the world in 
a single year. That is, seeds of it were 
available all over the world the year 
after its introduction. It is through 
this process of selection that separate 
colors of annuals are made available 
for gardens, 

“The third manner of development, 
and the most important one, has been 
hybridizing—marrying plants of dif- 
ferent species of the same family and 
increasing the progeny vegetatively. 
The hybrid tea rose has in it the 
blood of a number of different spe- 
cies, taking some characteristic from 
each of its ancestors. More recently 
our common Dar lilies have been simi- 
larly married off to distant relatives, 
resulting in a lot of children who take 
some qualities.from each of the an- 
cestors. Thus a collection of the new 
hybrids gives flowers comparable to 
some of the better lilies, grow various 
heights from a foot to four foot, and 
vary in color from pale yellow to a 
near red. Some growers believe this 
plant will increase in popularity until 
it is likely to rival the peony and the

Rails, steels, rubbers, alcohols, sug- 
ars and specialties were the principal 
center of buying interest. At the same 
time moderate losses were plentiful at 
the close. 


Business news encouraged some 
trading forces, but continuance of la- 
bor controversies was sufficient to 
keep many traders in their comfortable 
side-line seats. 


In addition interpretations of Fed- 
eral Reserve Board Chairman Eccles’ 
statement on inflation-control were 
varied in Wall Street. While some 
speculative forces expanded commit- 
ments on the New Deal  official’s 
warnings of a threatened unhealthy 
boom, others were inclined to step 
carefully because of the thought the 
government will intervene to half run- 
away markets. ; 

A bit dampening to _ optimistic 
spirits also was a sharp break, in 
United States government securities 
and other low-yield loans despite the 
insistence of Eccles that “tight money” 
policies are not a part of the reserve 
program. 


Brokers noted the lack of vigor in 
the day’s stock rally. Except for a 
fast opening, the ticker tape jogged 
indifferently throughout the proceed- 
ings. Transfers amounted to 1,750,150 
shares compared with 1.767.630 yes- 
terday. The Associated Press average 
of 60 issues was up .5 of a point at 
73.7 as against a drop of .7 the day 
before. 


Steels led the upward tilt_in the 
morning as hopes were renewed for 
expanding mill operations and profits. 
Rails revived on the belief the trans- 
portation group has not been keeping 
up with the rest of the list lately in 
view of the brighter outlook for in- 
creasing revenues. 

The international rubber committee 
failed to boost production quotas as 
much as had been’ expected, and 
futures of this staple shot up to 25 
cents a pound for the first time since 
1929. . Rubber shares consequently 
were given a run on the fayoralle in- 
ventory position of the principal ,com- 
panies as well as the probability tire 
and other prices will advance further.

In return, commons was asked to 
make provisions for certain members 
of the royal family. 

Neville Chamberlain, chancellor of 
the exchequer, presented the King’s 
message to the speaker of the house, 
Cantain E. A. Fitzroy. who read it. 

It asked that parliament provide 
for Queen Elizabeth as well as Prine 
cess Elizabeth, 10, and Princess Mars 
garet Rose, 6, children of the sov- 
ereigns, and the Duke of Gloucester, 
the King’s next younger brother. 

The King also asked parliament to 
provide funds “in the event of the 
birth of a Duke of Cornwall.”’ The 
Cornwall] revenues traditionally go to 
the King’s eldest son. heir to the 
throne, but George and Elizabeth now 
have no son.

Inflationary sentiment flared up in 
Wall Street today, bringing jmprove- 
ment to the stock market, a slump in 
government bonds and strength in 
some commodities. 
The rise in the inflationary senti- 
ment was traced to a statement by 
Marriner S. Eccles, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve System. He warned 
of the dangers of rising: prices. He 
mentioned the possibilities of infla- 
tion and suggested higher taxation as 
necessary. Some congressional lead- 
ers spoke against any higher taxation 
unless proved absolutely necessary. 
Wall Street interpreted this as con- 
firming sentiment prevailing recently 
that inflation seemed assured, Al- 
though stock trading was light, prices 
advanced. Some of the so-called com- 
modity stocks were among the leaders 
including rubber and sugar shares. 
Railroad issues advanced on improved 
carloadings figures. While there was 
profit-taking near the close, final 
gains ranged to more than a point.

Bradstreet, Inc., index of 30 cash 
commodities rose to 151.93 of the 
1932 average, its highest point. The 
Moody Index rose to 222, a new high. 
Cotton in New York reached 15 
cents a pound, highest since 1930, and 
cotton futures rose more than $1 a 
bale to highs since 1930. 
Hide futures rose 36 to 43 points, 
the best level since 1929, with March, 
1938, futures above 18 cents a pound.

WITH TYPE. 
Solid fat is harder to lose than 
soft fat, which is the reason some 


reducers find the 
others complain bitterly. Aside from 
your percentage of overweight and 
will power, progress with your fig- 
ure program depends on whether your 
fat is compact of flabby. 

If a good portion of your weight 
is in soft fat—as it will be if you 
have never exercised or counted cal- 
ories—you will lose rapidly on a rigid 
program. It is no trick at all for 
you to lose eight to 10 pounds in 
days. With good muscle tone, how- 
ever, the reducer’s program is diffi- 
cult from the gery start and you may 
lose only one Pound to the flabby per- 
son’s three. For it may be that you 
have good muscle tone, in spite of ex- 
cess weight. 

Water retention also delays prog- 
ress at the beginning of a program, 
and again when water reaccumulates 
in the tissues. Replecement of lost 
fat by water means you have no 
weight loss to show for your dieting. 
But if you continue to be honest in 
your calorie subtraction, at the end 
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of a week to 10 days there will be a 
sudden weight loss equal to that of 
the average reducer. |

| scales. Next, sooner or later and re- 
|gardiess of your type, you begin to 
_lose the campact fat, and in remov- 
ing this solid adipose tissue the re- 
' ducing rate is cut to half speed or 
‘less. It will encourage you.to know 
that every ounce lost in this compact 
| tissue is equal to a pound of soft fat.

nent slimness. 

After those three periods, keeping 
slim is the last step for the reducer.

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IN DEATH INVESTIGATION 


Divorcee Maintains Inno- 
cence in Slaying of Promi- 
nent Woman. 


CANTON, Ohio, March 16.—()— 
Investigation into the shotgun slay- 
ing of Rose Beiter Cable struck into 
the homes of a half-dozen prominent 
men in northeastern Ohio today at 
the same time Miss Theresa Ludwig, 
45-year-old friend of the slain wom- 
an’s husband, was stoutly affirming 
her innocence. 

“We expect to call in four men at 
least for questionirg,” Maror James 
Seccombe said coincident with an an- 
nouncement he woul? pay $1,000 for 
a conviction in Mrs. Cable’s death. 

None of the names of the men in- 
volved was announced, but authorities 
said they had evidence indicating the 
men had used as “a community gath- 
ering place” the apartment which the 
husband, Duebers Cable, told police 
he maintained in Akron for Miss Lud- 


wig. 

Captain Elmer F.:-Clark declared 
Miss Ludwig told him “six others be- 
sides Cable used the apartment as a 
party hangout,”’ and that she acted as 
a hostess part of the time for Cable’s 
friends. 

“T haven’t anything to worry 
about,” Miss Ludwig informed a 
Cleveland News reporter who _ inter- 
viewed the former dress shop proprie- 
tor at her brother’s behest. 

She expressed belief “the guilty per- 
son” to be arrested was the owner of 
a motor car which several times cir- 
cled the Fulton road home of the 
Cables before the mother of two chil- 
dren plunged to the floor fatally 
wounded by birdshot which came 
through a window pane. 

A. C. L. Barthelmeh, county prose- 
cutor, confirmed he had found no eyvi- 
dence implicating Miss Ludwig in 
the case, and announced no progress 
in the investigation. A ballistics ex- 
pert was examining closely a_ shell 
whose charge may have killed the mid- 
dle-aged wife of the 48-year-old Cable, 
a contractor. The shell was found 
five miles from the Cable home last 
area several hours after Mrs. Cable
